evening. 

Club stalwart Brandon 
Vassallo, who won the Jimmy 
Rooney Medal for best player 
on the ground, scored Gully’s 
first goal early in the second 
half, finishing off a classic 
counter-attacking move, 

Then with less than ten 
minutes remaining, substitute 
striker Peter Hader sealed 
both the game and the 
Championship with a memo- 
rable individual goal. 

In front of a slightly disap- 
pointing crowd of just over 
3,700 fans at Melbourne’s 
Olympic Stadium, both teams 
Jook to attack from the kick- 
off. In the opening minute 
Green Gully midfielder Joey 
Rajher let fly with a powerful 
swerving shot from 25 metres 
that went just wide, and fiye 
minutes later his Heidelberg 
counterpart Eric Vassiliadis 
put a dangerous cross into the 
box that Gully’s Roderigo 
‘Vargas had to head away for a 
comer. 

The first save of the game 
came in the 9th minute. 

A Rajher free-kick found 
an unmarked Zoran 
Markovski at the far post, but 
from a tight angle the big cen- 
tral defender’s header was 
well blocked by Heidelberg 
keeper Lou Acevski. 

Heidelberg had gone into 
the game with a few players a 
little underdone and carrying 
niggling injuries. The club’s 
gamble with the fitness of 
exciting young winger Yusuf 
Yusuf failed to come off when 
he had to be replaced after 
just fifteen minutes. 

Despite this early blow, 
Heidelberg had had slightly 
the better of play for much of 
the first half. 

Ex-Melboume Knights 
and South Melbourne mid- 
fielder Nick Sabljak was the 
dominant player on the field, 
looking dangerous with his 
every touch. 

He brought out a good save

The Roar players’ were infuriated with 
Williams’ decision which ended all their 
hard work since Michael Baird put them 
ahead in the 62nd minute with a thunder- 
ing left foot side footer following a superb 
pass from Alex Brosque. 

Thompson, his front parmer Allsopp 
and Andy Vlahos were always dangerous 
when the visitors attacked but despite 
McKay's dismissal, the Roar's defence in 
the second half was almost impregnable.

Bearing the initials of the big 
man Jesus Christ himself, you'd 
like to think that A-League side 
the Central Coast.

Crawley bas already established 
himself as the club’s number one 
and also firmed up as possibly 
being one of this competition’s 
standout keepers.

Tt was a memorable moment for 
the former Sydney United star two 
weeks ago when he notched up his 
100th ‘Australian goal of his career 
whilst condemning high flyers 
Sydney FC to their first A-League 
defeat.

that made its official debut 
in the FIFA Under-17 
world championship in 
Pera on Friday could 
change the face of football 
forever. 


The smartball is fitted 
with a tiny microchip 
designed to help a referee 
decide whether the ball has 
crossed the line completely 
for a goal to be scored - and 
will also be used to deter- 
mine whether the ball has 
gone out of play. 

FIFA president Sepp 
Blatter, traditionally a 
staunch opponent of technol- 
ogy have his blessing to the 
experiment in Peru and has 
said that if it is successful, it 
can be used in the World Cup 
finals in Germany next sum- 
mer, 


The ball was unveiled in 
Lima and FIFA Secretary- 
General Urs Linsi told 
Reuters the "smartball" and 
so-called goal-line technolo- 
gy, developed by Adidas 
with German company 
Cairos AG and the German 
Fraunhofer Institute - was in 
no way a substitute for the 
eyes and experience of the 
referee. 

"The referee is in charge, 
he's the boss on the pitch and 
that won't change. This is an 
aid to the referee," he said. 

The microchip - less than 
half an inch (15 millimetres) 
‘in size - sends outa radio sig- 
nal when the ball crosses the 
touchline, as if it had touched 
an electric'fence. 

That signal is relayed by 
up to 12 antennae positioned 
in the comers of the pitch to 
a computer which then sends 
a message to a watch worn

on the referee's wrist in less 
than one second, Guenter 
Pfau, Adidas’ manager for 
telations with FIFA, said. 

The message makes a vir- 
tually inaudible signal and 
the referee need never even 
use the technology, unless he 
is in doubt, Pfau said. 

Tf so, a quick glance at the 
watch will reveal the word 
"goal" or no message, indi- 
cating no goal. Any goal 
messages are stored in the 
watch's memory with the 
time logged. 

Linsi said the referee 
would always have the final 
say and could ignore even a 
goal message from the 
smartball. 


The smartball has been 
tested once, in February, at 
an unofficial friendly in 
Nuremberg, but Friday will 
be its first official outing. 

Members of the 
International Football 
Association Board - foot- 
ball's ultimate law-making 
body - will travel to Peru to 
see the experiment in some 
of this month's games. 

A report will then be sub-
